VI. Claim 6 drawn to a magnetic field structure for a windmill power system. 

VII. Claim 7 drawn to a synchronization process for a fluid power generation 
system. 

VIII. Claim 8 drawn to a conductive member structure for an electrical machine. 

IX. Claims 9 and 10 drawn to an electrical machine structure with rotor formed 
on outer peripheral area. 



2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions of Group I through IX are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together, or they have different 
modes of operation, or they have different functions, or they have different effects.
